Arley [Seisdon] (St Peter) was an independent parochial curacy in the patronage of (the lord of the 
manor) Sir Henry Lyttelton of Frankley, Worcs 2nd Baronet c1624-1693. He had probably 
presented Edward Marker e1622-.... who was appointed parochial curate about Mar 1661.2. The 
parish of one township was a simple parochial constablewick. 


The parish of Arley was part of Staffordshire until, in 1895, it was removed to the administrative 
control of Worcestershire. In 1905 the parish was transferred from the Lichfield to the 
Worcestershire Diocese. Parish records are deposited at Worcestershire Record Office and the 
parish is listed under Worcestershire in the IGI. 


In 1544, John Lyttelton bought a lease of the tithes from the Dean and Chapter of Lichfield.
